Influenza Closes 
Public Schools in 


6 Towns in County 


UBLIC schools in Kirk- 

wood, Ferguson, Clayton, 

Maplewood and Jennings, 
St. Louls County, are now closed 
because of the prevalence of in- 
fluenza. The schools of Web- 
ster Groves, Wellston, Nor- 
mandy, University City and 
Overland Park are still open. 
At Euréka there has been little 
sickness, and no question of 
school closing has arisen. 

The closing at Clayton was 
announced as being for one 
week. Three teachers and 37 
pupils are reported as being ill. 
In Ferguson, four of 15 teach- 
ers and 127 of 411 pupils were 
reported as suffering from in- 
fluenza, measles and other all- 
ments. 

At Rose Hill Se hool, south of 
Clayton, which has not been 
formally closed, it was reported 
that only two children,’ of a 
usual attendance of 43; were 
present yesterday. 
about one-third the children 
were said to be. out of school, 
and in University City bout 
one-fourth.

The pelts are separated into lots, 
which may contain as many as 1000 
skins. in the case of small ‘cheap 
furs, like squirrel, or, in blue or sil- 
ver fox, may contain two to 10 pelts, | 
or may be sold, in some instances, | 
singly. There are, for instance, two | 
sea otter pelts whose value is esti- 
mated at $2500 each; that will be 
sold one at a time. |

“Spotters” Spot Bidders. 

The lot on sale, for instance, is 
sealskins. Somebody starts the bid- 
ding at $125. The bids are to ad- 
vance $1 each time. A buyer in the 
aisle on the right side raises his 
hand. 

Up.“ shouts the “spotter’’ on the 
right side of the auctioneer. That 
means the bid has been raised $1, 
and the auctioneer accordingly be- 
gins calling $126. A buyer on the 
left side nods his head. 

“Up,” shouts a spotter on the left 
side of the auctioneer, and so on. 
However, it does not take so long 
as it takes to tell it, for a constant 
rapid fire of ups“ comes cogtinu- 
ally from the “spotters,” each “up” 
meaning that some buyer has sig- 
naled that he bids $1 more. This 
system of bid advances makes it un- 
necessary for each buyer to call out 
the figure, and also keeps the ad- 
vances from being too small. 

It is the business of the “spotter” 
to keep his eye on the man who 
made the bid. When the lot is sold,

Hiram Johnson, United States Sen- 


ator from California, an avowed can- 


didate for the Republican presiden- 
tial nomination on an anti-League 
of Nations platform, passed through 
St. Louis this morning and left be- 
hind him the prediction that the 
league will be an issue in the pres- 
idential campaign, even if it is rat- 
ified by the Senate. 

Johnson has been making speeches 
in the congressional campaign in 
the Third Missouri District. He was 
met at Union Station by a number 
of Republicans of prominence, in- 
cluding Mayor Kiel, Collector Koeln, 
National Committeeman Babler of 
Clayton, Fred Essen and Arthur M. 
Hyde of Trenton, Mo., a candidate 
for Republican nomination for Gov- 
ernor. 

Discusses League at Breakfast. 

While taking breakfast with these 
Republicans, Senator Johnson dis- 
cussed the League of Nations and 
other possible issues. 

Referring to Viscount Grey's let- 
ter indicating that ratification with 
reservations would be satisfactory to 
America’s associates in the war, 
Johnson said: 

“America ought to appreciate the 
generosity of Great Britain in offer- 
ing us equal representation and 
equal voting power m ihe league, 
That must have been a blow to the 
heart of every true British-American 
subject.

Thomas J. Lowell, master of the National Grange, 
gives specfal emphasis to plank 3 in the grange plat- 
form. All the other planks relate specifically to the 
interest of the farmers in better transportation, a 
better system of distribution, renewal of restrictions 
on the sale of farm products, increased returns on 
farm investments and improved educational and social 
conditions. Plank 3 relates to industrial labor and 
production; it demands “a lengthened industrial day, 
with honest service for wages paid.“ 4 

Mr. Lowell declares that a 44-hour week WM never 
support America, to say nothing of feeding a hungry 
world.“ He says that for reconstruction everybody 
must get back to work and seriously back to thrift, 
sanity and common sense. The farmers, he says, will 
not work long hours seven days in the week to sup- 
ply cheap food to other workers who enjoy short 
hours and unlimited opportunity for rest and pleas- 
ure. 

By short hours Mr. Lowell means of course, ab- 
normally short hours. He is striking at the move- 
ment in some labor groups to cut down working hours 
below the eight-hour rule and at the same time to 
get increased pay for decreased labor and shortened 
production—an impossibility. 

Production is the solution of all our troubles. With- 
out ample productfon on the farm and in the factory 
it is tmpossible to meet the needs of the people or 
to continue to pay high wages. Short. production 
means inevitably short supply and either lower wages 
or the ruin of industry. 

Gov. Smith of New York touched the core of the 
question when, referring to the settlement of a wage 
dispute, he suggested more pay for the workgrs on 
condition that they increase the output and the em- 
ployers check waste, so that the public would not 
have to pay higher prices to pay for the higher wages. 

If this rule were applied to all wage disputes there 
would be an end of commodity shortage and advanc- 
ing prices. The cost of living would return to the 
normal level. In short, the solution of our troubles
